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King Phumiphwsn reportedly became enraged to Princesa Sirikit, for whom he 
has no af'fection, bocauses he was thwarted in his desire to marry a daughter 
of Prince Thani Niwat. Phumiphon spoke to Thani in Switzerland in 1949, 
concerning marriage to his daughter. In accordance with a surrestion by 
Thani, Phumiphon consulted with the Princess Mother, who, for unknown rea-~ 
sons, refused to sanction the marriage,
